So far it has been a no-deci- 
sion bout with both sides going to 
the dressing room for repairs.

A depression harassed country will 
hear more about the ‘“double-cross” 
during the next few weeks.

.week A. J. Hooke, social credit mem- 
ber for Red Deer, asked leave to ad-
